Cressey L. W)llbur,' chief statlscia.n 
•for vital '• statistics," department 
of 


commarco and labor. The death rate

for ri)08 was 15.3 per 


1,000' of population, which is the low- 
est on record.

every farm. It levels and disintegrates 
and comes In handily for tillage. It Is 
Just the tool also for corn and cotton 
tifter planting Is done, ami it is gooil 
for the pasture field. It often pays Its 
way In whoatllelds In the spring, and 
for covering clover and grass seed It 
often cannot he beaten. The spring: 
tooth harrow has earned its right to 
a placo on tho farm also. 
When lev-el- 


Ing and smoothing are to be (lone or 
soil mellowing is wqulrrd tlftcr 
u 


heavy rain has compacted the soil, 
leaving it too hard for seeding pur- 
poses, tile spring tooth harrow tills the 
bill, and Ulls it well. 


Then yon need a disk or cutaway 


harrow, u. tool not only Invaluable, but 
finite Indispensable for many lilntla of 
.irm work. Jt takes tho place of the 
plow In seeding wheat or rye after 
cotton or cowpeas or potatoes and in 
some types of soil Is Just the tool to 
prepare the land for oats. 


Late winter disking, followed by (he 


plow, Is coming In vogue In some corn 
sections, giving admirable results. To 
got the best results froin- thorough 
land preparation the harrow tools are 
Indispensable.—Orange Judd Farmer. 


Corncob Charcoal.
